Financiers in Congress and out 
of Congress, and in every variety 
of remedial measures throngh the 
public press, continue their phi- 
lanthropic labors in behalf of the 


| Treasury, the national credit and 


the national currency.- There ia 
no end to the financial reforms 
presented, which if adopted would 
bring duwn gold to its legitimate 


value in “Greenbacks,” and bring | 


down the prices of provisions, 
coal, dry gouds, etc, to reasona- 
ble and permanent rates. But the 
one thing needed to secure these 
most desirable results is still the 
suppression of the rebellion. The 
recent grandly successful accom- 
plishment of Sherman’s import- 
ant expedition through the heart 
of Georgia to. Savannah and the 
seacoast ; the crushing defeats ad- 
ministered by General Thomas to

the great expedition of lind and 
naval forces under General But- 
ler and Admiral Porter destined 
for Wilmington, are events which 
have staggered the gold jobbers, 
and keep them stagycring, in 
spite of all their powerful combi- 
nations to “bull the market.” Let 
us have the final victory over Jeff 
Davis in the capture of Rich- 


| mond, and there will be a fall in 


gold and a decline in the luxuries 
of life, and in all the raw materi- 
als of manufacturers, and in la- 


bor, and in everything, which will. 


astonish the wisest financiers in 
Wall street or Washington. 

The overthrow of Jeff Davis 
and his toppling Confederacy, in 
reducing the expendi ures of the 


Treasury froma thousand millions 


to less than five hundred mi Il ons 
a year, will so far simplity the 
duties enjoined upon the Depart- 


tment, and so far relieve the pies- 


sure uvon the national credit, as 
to bring down gold, prices and 
taxes, and to widen the area of 
our national currency and the 
channels of trade, inclad ng South- 
ern cotton, sugar tobacco, etc., 
that men will wonder how it was 
that gold could have been carried 
or Kept se long above two hun- 
dred in New York, or that butter 
here, in December, 1864, was sold 
at seventy-five cents per pound, 
The suppression of the rebellion 
is the sure and only remedy for 
our financial embarrassinents, and 
now that General Grant has the 


monster fairly within his grasp, 


we have every reason to believe 
that it will be strangled before 
his hold is relaxed. We expect 
that neither the army nor the na- 
vy will go into winter quarters 
now short of the full accomplisi- 
mentof the work still before them. 


Then we shall have a great and, 


permanent fall in gold, and in the 
prices of everything regulated by 
the fluctuations of the gold mar- 
ket. Let the pecple wait in pa- 
tience yet a little longer, for now 
we know that the end of our hard 
times and high prices is near at 
hand —Leslie’s Weekly.

Ther fer the first time. were the 
shackles stricken. from ber limbs, and 
her feet placed squarely in the path 
leading to the glorious summits of her 


— destiny, whither her aspirations had 


long asseniled. discovering the promises 
of her hope. only in the distant future. 
Then. too. did the immortal declaration 
of Jefferson. firat become a reality, and 
our boast of Liberty. something more 
than a dream of poets and enthusiasts 

Who does not remember, when four 
years ago Abritham Lincoln was forced 


seek the National Capital by stealth. 
.to avoid the assaasin hands of the trait- 


ors. how for months, the Nation had 
Jain helpless, like a giant under the in- 
ftuence of some horrible nightmure. 
with James Buchannan sitting like an 
Incubus upon its breast and palsying its 
strength. 

Throngh what fearful throes and 
mighty events have we passed siece then. 
When the hostile cannon of open rebel- 


lion smote the old flag trom the frown 


ing walle of Sumter it ronsed the Na 
tion. as with an electric shock, from the 
fatal trance in which it lay prostrate. 
and, then, the land began to tremble 
with the tread of assembling legions, to 
renew the ancient conflict between the 
defenders of Freedom and her mortal 
fos. 

For four awful years the carnival of 
death bas continued, and war bas driven 
his swift chariot throngb fields of slaugh-

But we 
know their cruel nature and shall hide 
onr time to nuke them feel, one day, the 
talons of an eagle trussing their puny 
strength and bis beak plucking at their 
bearte. 

The Nation. is no longer uncertain of 
its power. but is not ungenerous in the 
bour of victory. To-day is the occasion 
for those, who have been Inkewarm or 
adverse in the hour of trial, to set them- 


selves right before their countrymen.

* . The Second Inauguration. 


To-day is an eventful one in the bis- 
tory of our country--not the least among 
the eventful .days crowded. within the 
compass of the last: ‘four years. It car- 
ries into effect the verdict of the people 
in November, whereby the destiny of a 
great nation was decided and its policy 
dictated, bevond recall, for centuries to 
come. Then fer the first time..were the 
shackles stricken. from ber limbs, and 
her feet placed squarely in the path 
Jeading to the glorious summits of her 
destiny, whither her aspirations had 
long asseniled. discovering the promises 
of her bope. only in the distant future. 
Then. too, did the immortal declaration 
of Jefferson. first become a reality, and 
our boast of Liberty. something more 
than a dream of poets and enthusiasts 

Who does not remember. when four 
years ago Abraham Lincoln was forced 
-to seek the National Capital by stealth. 

.to avoid the assaasin hands of the trait- 
ors. how for months, the Nation had 
Jain helpless, like a giant under the in- 
fluence of some horrible nightmuare. 
with James Buchannan sitting like an 
Incubus upon its breast and palsying its 
strength. 

Through what fearful throes and 
mighty events have we passed siece then. 
When the hostile cannon of open rebel-. 
lion smote the old flag trom the frown 
ing walla of Sumter it ronsed the Na 
tion. as with an electric shock, from the 
fatal trance in which it lay prostrate. 
and, then, the lund began to tremble 
with the tread of assembling legions, to 
renew the ancient conflict between the 
defenders of Freedom and ber mortal 
fors. : 

For four awful years the carnival of 
death has continued, and war has driven 
bis swift chariot through fields of slaugh- 
ter, where carnage louded her groaning 
wains with the dead and dying. But 
still over a thousand battle grounds. en. 
riched with buman blood. where the har 
vest of death was gathered in winrows 
of the slain. whether amid the tangled 
dangers of the Wilderness, or following 
the Fatber of Waters in bis course to 
the sea, er waving in triumph above the 
— clouds on Missionary Ridge. still the ban- 
ner of Liberty bas moved onward ; and 
from the North and Sunth the bosts. that 
have borne it to victory..now gather 
around the doomed Capital of rehellion, 
within whose beleagured walls treason 
sits gloomy and dejected, but still defi- 
ant in its undying bate. with the vul- 
tures of starvation and Gespair devour- 
ing its very vitals. May its ebampions 
aurvive long enough to feel the bot cur- 
ses of mankind fall upon them in blister 
ing scorn and. then, die in the torturing 
consciousness, that tnose curses will pur- 
sue their memory. while history can pre- 
serve from obiivion the evil they bave 
done. 

But. the fearful ordeal is now nearly 
over and the Nation stands before the 
world to-day triumphant and threaten- 
ing. in its just anger. towards the hun: 
gry barpies of despotism. that sought to 
compass its downfal and tear the car- 
cass of their victim when destr yd

encouraged and sustained, and already 
those vultures are beginning to coo like 
very doves for friendship.
